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1 . Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an 
application filed in China on 2/14/03. It is noted, however, that applicant has not filed a 
certified copy of the Chinese application as required by 35 U.S.C. 1 19(b). 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: spring holes "16" and slide holes "41 1" do not appear to have been 
identified. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are required 
in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet 
submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as 
either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121 (d). If the 
changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of 
any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance.

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 5 and 8 are rejected under 1 12 1st paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. It 
isn't clear what applicant means by the handle shafts not being pipes as claimed in 
claim 5. If they aren't pipes, what else are they? Furthermore applicant doesn't appear 
to show or describe a wheel spring coupled to the slide and wheel housing, as claimed 
in claim 8. How is it considered to be coupled to a moving slide? 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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Claims 1-3, 6 and 11-13 are rejected under 35 USC 102 (b) as being anticipated 
by Sprague 

Sprague is but one of many examples of case with retractable wheels which are extended and retracted with 
the motion of the telescoping handle 14. Note the slide 32 coupled handle and 68 coupled wheel housing. 

5. Claims 1 -6, 9 and 11-13 are rejected under 35 USC 1 02 (a) as being anticipated 
by Chang '400 

Chang is another of the many cases with retractable wheels which operate in the manner claimed. Note the 
slide 54 between the handle with inner and outer shafts and wheel housing. 

6. Claims 1 -3, 6 and 1 1 -1 3 are rejected under 35 USC 1 02 (b) as being anticipated 
by Cassimally et al '222. 

Cassimally et al is yet another example of a case with retractable wheels 
controlled by a handle (26), as claimed. Note that member 36 slides on the wheel 
housing as shown in Figure 8 and 9. Note also the spring at 74 connected to the wheel 
housing. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims9and 1 0 are rejected under 35 USC1 03(a) as being unpatentable over the 
references claim 6 above further in view of Boville 

To have formed member 36 of Cassimally et al as a member slidably biased by 
the handle in the manner taught by Boville at 23, would have been most obvious. 
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8. Claim 7 is object as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Knowles, Jones, Wang, Chang '602, Cowdery, Nykoluk et al, Bai, 
Wu, Peterson, Foge et al.Verheij et al, Cowan, Jr., and Royet all show Juggage which 
anticipate claims 1 and 1 1
